Some time ago the Heralo annonnoed that the 
ladles opposed to woman’s snfflrage had an amehd- 
ment for a general divorce law, which was to take 
the place of the iamoos sixteenth amendment of 
the suffragibia This Is not Included m the oonstt- 
tutlonai ameiidinenta now before Congress, but there 
is no lack of sixteenth amendments for all that. 
One of these was introduced Into the House by Mr. 
Potter, of New York, and U as follows:- 
That the Congress shall make no law impairing 
the obligatiouH of contracts, nor sliall It h reaiicr 
otiarter private corporaUous to carry on buslucas 
Within the States. 
Another, which Is also designated as the sixteeatb 
amcDdment, is in relation to the election and ap­ 
pointment of omcors, and was offered in the House 
by Mr. Coburn, of Indiana, it Is as follows:— 
Congrese may by law vest the election of all offlccrs 
of the liiiued States whose dutios require them to 
reside in the several states, exc«jpt Judies and ortl- 
oars of tne Cmiru of the Uultf-d stales, lu ibe people 
ot the several States, districts aud locaiiuos tuerelu 
to which thev are by law required to perfoim ilielr 
duticfl, subject to the direcuons and reguUitons of 
the Preauieut of ihe United Btutea and the hca.is of 
deparimeais, and to arrest, aaspeusion, or removal 
by the ¡ resnlent of the Ucllea States. 
The third and lost of these sixteenth amendments 
springs from the giant Intellect of Mr. Oarrott Da­ 
vis, of Kentucky, and proviilos lot a consUtarional 
trlhtmal, which is to open and count the votes of 
the electors of President and Tice President of the 
QVfed Srstes and to take the place of the Saprema 
Conrt in tne decision of au questions of conflict of 
lorudiction or nower between the United States and

bla audience, proven that tbe Britiah moa- 
arohy, things being as they now are. Is a very 
expensive and n very useless toy. 
L -rd B y­ 
ron tells us t’aat he awoke one morning and, 
muoh to his

surprise, 
found 
him- 
self famous. 
Sir Charles Dllke Is a gen­ 
tleman and a man of culture; in the literary 
world ho has acquired some reputation; bat, 
unless we greatly mistake. Sir Charles must 
liave found himself on the morning after 
bla 
Newcastle speech very much ae Lord Byron 
I’ound himself on that famous morning when his 
name was on every I p. 
Mr. Bradlaugh is de­ 
throned, Mr. Odgeris nowhere; but Sir Charles 
Wentworth Dillco Is the aokuowledgod king of 
English radic.als. 
That be is not pained by 
tbe reput ition be has won, and that ho takes 
somewhat kindly to his new friends, is evi­ 
denced by the faoi that be has consented to lake 
the prominent place at tho forthocmiug demon- 
Btratlon In London. 
Mirabesn, and after him 
tbe gp'eat Napoleon, were wont tc say that a 
revolutionary movement conld never be frnlt- 
ftil unless It found a great leader, hims If the 
incarnation of tho dominant senUmeuts, sym­ 
pathies and forces st his time. 
Have tbe 
British radicals found their man in Sir Charles 
W. Dllke? 
We think it doubtful; but we are 
willing to leave it to time to test tbe experi­ 
ment. 
At the same time it Is Impossible to refuse 
to admit that tho adhesion of such a man to 
the revolutionary movement which notoi iously 
ex'sts, and which undisgnisedly advances in 
the direction of the republic, Is to be regarded 
as one of the signs of the times. 
So long as 
the revolutionary movement was represented 
and advocated only by such men as Bradlaugh 
and Od?er, existing interests bad little ground 
for appreheusion; 
for the violence of the 
party leaders made success impossible. 
It has 
always beea so iu Great Britain. 
It was so in 
the years that immediately preceded the pass­ 
ing of the flrst Reform bill. 
It was jiot until 
the onllivated 
and 
titled orders took 
tbe 
matter in hand that snocess began to be seen 
in the dim distance ; and the Reform bill of 
1882j which has been so fruitful of blessings 
to 
the 
whole 
Britifh 
people, 
^as 
hoJ 
80 much a popular victory as a triumph of 
the cultivated and liberal Intelleots of the 
time, seconded by the hereditary reformers, 
as represented by snob men 
as 
Henry 
Brougliam, Thomas Bablngton Macaulay, Lord 
John Russell and Earl Grey. 
It was the 
want of such support that made 
such 
a 
of the Chartist movement in 1839. 
Nor 
would it be difficult to show that It was mainly 
by these same forces that Mr. Disraeli found it 
80 easy to carry his Reform bill In 1867. 
Sir 
Charles DUkcis not the only man of his order 
who has revealed sympathy with this now 
but as yet iU-dedned revolutionary 
move­ 
ment. 
Mr. Fawcett, the learned member for 
Brighton, 
and John Stuart Mill are both 
advanced reformers, who by tongue and pen 
have long and vigorously advocated sweeping 
and radical changes. 
It would not be difficult 
0 mention scores of names among tbe young 
and rising statesmen who have openly advo­ 
cated meaaures the adoption of which would 
be deslruclire o-' all hereditary authority. 
Mr. Ditraeli’s sympathies are well known; 
an i it is not to be doubted that but for bis 
uufortuuate connection with a slow, interested 
and reactionary party, whom be finds it diffi­ 
cult to educate, 
he would be the most 
advanced reformer of 
these times. 
His 
Reform bill was one proof of this; his late 
Hugbenden speech was anothor. 
And what 
shall we say of Mr. Gladstone himself? 
It is 
his pride that in one section of Her Mi^jesty’s 
dominions be has abolished an'ancient Bistoric 
Church eRtablishmeut and humbled the here­ 
ditary lords of the soil by making an end 
of an old and iaiquitous system of land tenure. 
It is equally his boast th&t he has recon­ 
structed the British army on a basis which 
knows not Crown rights nor aristocratic privi­ 
leges. 
Vigorous and ready for a new cam­ 
paign, be has publicly announced bis deter­ 
mination to protect the conscientious voter by 
the ballot box and to reform tbe House of 
Lords, if need bo. 
Most certainly there is no 
lack of reformers among the acknowledged 
Btalesmen of Great Britain. 
If anything were 
wanted to show how deep, intense and gen­ 
eral Is the reform Bentlment, and how firmly it 
Las taken hold of the highest as well as of the 
i?wejt,9l^f^93C8, we^mjg^^ ^oint to th? recent 
móVlíCent or sir, Scott Kuasell— a movement 
which, though it failed, revealed the fact that 
some of the greatest ntm ei among the tory 
aristocracy of England were not unwlllln-, on 
a well defined platform, to meet, shake bands 
and co-operate with tbe workingmen. 
Every­ 
where in the throe kingdoms is heard the 
growl of discontent. 
Ireland demands home 
rule, and tbe Catholic clergy have gone back 
upon themselves by insisting on the abolition 
of the national soliools and tbe establishment 
of a denominational nysiem of education. 
Scotland is loudly indignant at tbe treatment 
she Í8 cxporienoing in the Imperial Parlia­ 
ment, and aski tho question whether she Is to 
wait 
forever 
for 
the 
passing 
of 
her 
Education 
bill. 
Tiis 
educational 
ques­ 
tion 
is 
a 
cause 
of 
fresh 
discontent 
in England; and wbereae the Irish demand 
denominationalisin, the English denounce it. 
In addition lo all this there arc cries for tho 
abolition of the law of entail, for fee recon­ 
struction of the House of Lords, for the 
abolition of the State Church and for the 
estRbllshmenl of tlie republic. 
With demands 
so numerous, so radical and so sweeping, and 
with fitting men in abundance willing lo push 
tb m by tongue and pen, revolutiun in Groat 
Britain cannot be f-r off. 
As we have hlutcd already, tbe one defect of 
ibis new revolutionary movement is that R is 
wuotlng in direct aim and purpose. 
Herein 
lies the weuknesn of the reiomers. 
There is 
□0 lack of wants, but neither Is there any 
bond of unity. 
The reform party is a house 
divided I it is an army with many offloers, but 
without a geaeral-in-ohief. 
Such being 
the 


case, tbe Prince of Wales sloops soundly and 
the sriatooracy are but lltUo, if at a'd, dis­ 
quieted. 
It has often been so before. 
The 
old monarahy lias uficti, to outward appear­ 
ance, been .it the uieroy of the mob; but when 
tbe crisis oaine th« mob was found weak 
and tbe monaiohy was found strong. 
The 
present movement is bound to grow and 
gtther str ngth. 
It may yet assume dan­ 
gerous 
proportions 
and 
bring 
about 
a 
crisis nu paralleled 
In the history of the 
empire. 
But no one who has made himself 
familiar with tho history of England will 
readily admit that tho present gencration 
will be the oad of the monarchy. 
At the same 
time, it would be absurd to ooncludc that tho 
present rovolu'lonary movement will come to 
naught. 
It will gradually take a more defi­ 
nite shape. 
The demands will be reduced 
in number; the aim will become more direct, 
the pur;>oso more definite. 
In the approach­ 
ing struggle there may be more than one Min­ 
isterial crisis, more than oae general deetion, 
and not a little disturbance. 
As the result, 
some impurtaut reforms will be carried, the 
people willl rise nearer to the surface, and 
proportionatuly will be contented; and so, for 
at least another deoade, things will settle 
down Into comparative quiet. 
Tho republic 
will not be y e t; bat tho republic must como, 
not in Groat Britain alone, but in every nation 
in Europe. 
The government of the people, 
by tho people and for the people, must moro 
and more become tbe popular doctrin'*, and 
ultimately It mast prevail. We in these United 
S ates should be grateful that whilo we are 
tho youngest of the peoples our government 
is the model government for all the future. 


Judfre Bedford's R aid 
sb the Pecnlotoni— 
The Duty of Dlstriet Attoraey Gmrrtn. 


Judge Bedford has done his part towards 
redeeming the charaoter of tho city from the 
stigma of condoning felony and towards bring­ 
ing to justice the knavish contractors and dis­ 
honest municipal offloers who have boen con­ 
cerned in defrauding and plundering the pub­ 
lic treasury. 
After waiting until the election 
was over, and it became evident that nothing 
was to bo done by the volnntesr committees in 
the way of punishing the guilty parties, Judge 
Bedford convened the Grand Jury end charged 
them on the subject of the city frauds, remind­ 
ing them that their duty called upon them to 
investigate the matter and to present those 
concerued in tbe peculation, whoever they 
might be. 
But here bis power ends and the 
responsibility of another officer— the District 
Attorney of tbe city ai^ county of New York— 
commences. 
It is now Mr. Garvin’s duty to 
prepare the cases for Investigation by tbe 
Grand Jnry, and the people will insist that he 
shall no longer evade or delay its perform­ 
ance. T h ere have not been Wánting sugges­ 
tions that District Attorney Garvin’s office b 
not 
so 
much

evildoers 
as it ought to be, and, while we hold that no 
Buch insinuations should be made against the 
character of a public officer unsubstantiated 
by clear proof, it b j e t incumbent upon Mr. 
Garvin at this time to dbprove by his acts tbe 
charges of his partisan assailants. 
Up to the 
present moment tbe whole machinery of the 
city government has been out of gear, and tbe 
proper officers have been, as it were, pushed 
aside by semi-CommunisUo bodies, who have 
taken upon themselves the privilege of “ run­ 
ning the machine." 
When a city official has 
indicated hb intection of performing his func­ 
tions, or has commenced an official act, be has 
been told that be need not trouble himself in 
the matter, that the business he was elected 
or appointed to do has been undertaken by 
others, and hb motives have been called in 
qnestion. 
Probably tbb may have been the 
reason why we have heard nothing of District 
Attorney Garvin in connection with prosecu- 
tíons for the city frauds. 
But the election has 
changed all tbb. 
Tbe politicians have accom- 
plbhed their object and are quite willing to 
suffer the municipal excitement to die out 
as soon as they shall have secured to themselves 
the frnits of victory. 
Indeed, with a view to 
tbe profits of an incoming adminbtration, they 
would be very glad If all further trouble in 
regard to official peculation could be bushed 
up. 
Thb, however, is not tbe people’s idea 
of a reform movement. 
The politicians have 
proved too much; they hare ohown that the 
grossest plundering has existed in the city 
government, and the people who have been 
robbed insbt that puuisbment ehall be meted 
out to tbe guilty parties as a lesson and a 
warning to future municipal officers. 
We intend now to hold District Attorney 
Garvin up to hb duty. 
Tbe H erald has ia - 
sisted from the flrst that the crimioab should 
be bunted down, whoever they might be. 
While the partisan press has been screening 
thb offender, or covering up the tracks of that 
suspected officer, we have demanded thorough 
scrutiny and stern justice, on what bead so­ 
ever the blow might fall. We have not scolded 
like a common drab, or branded honorable men 
as thieves and toadies tor political eff c t; but 
we hare declared our determination to perse> 
vere in the attempt to fix tbe criminality wher#^ 
it belongs, without fbar or favor, 
and we 
intend to adhere to thb resolution. 
We shall 
now insist that District Attorney Garvin per­ 
form bis doty promjitly, boldly and efficiently. 
The secrecy of the Grand Jury room cannot 
screen him if be should neglect or refuse to 
make a searching and Impartial Investigation 
of the whole matter of the city frauds from 
first to last, including tbe forged warranb and 
vouchers of Keyser A Co. 
He must trace 
out tbe present abode of Lynes, the Assbtaat 
County Auditor, and of all witnesses whose 
testimony will assist the cause of justice. 
He must track the remainder of the plunder, 
a portion of which only was found by Mr. 
Tilden. 
Judge Bedford has pointed out to 
the District Attorney the path of duty, and 
th d officer must follow it in good faith, or we 
shall demand that he be called to account. 
Now that the game of the politicians Is 
“ played out,’’ let tho people have justloe and 
let felony bo properly punished. 


Diermof A ttornets who neglect or refuse 
to perform their duties can be removed by tbe 
Governor. 
District Attorney Garvin’s duly is 
now to bring to justice tbe men who have 
rubbed tbe city treasury. 
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H aqertt and Baulcu can be merely paid 
tools if guilty of the voucher robbery with 
which they stand charged.

The IIkbald special despatches from Wash­ 
ington lust night bring us the informaUon, 
said to have 
been derived from reliable 
soorces, that the real mbsion of the Grand 
Duke Alexis to tbU oouniry is to propose to 
our government an alliance, offensive and 
defensive, between the two nations, with a 
view not only to present anticipated oompUoa- 
tions in Europe, but also to (bture operations 
on a gigantic scale in Asia. 
We aro told that 
Russia desire# our active aid In the event of 
a European war, or at least that we shall 
80 oovor the seas with privateers sailing 
under Russian letters of marque— of course 
all treaties and laws to the contrary notwi.h- 
sfanding— as to paralyse the already gouty 
arm of Old England on tho seas. ThU accom­ 
plished, the Empwor Alexander believes ho 
can defy all Europe; and we have no doubt 
that in this respect at least, In the language 
of Now York poliUcians, the Bmpjror Alex­ 


ander’s head is le ve l 
” ’ 
So, then, this interesting, falr-halred and 
blue-eyed Prince, with his modest manners 
and his placid eountonanoe, is, after all, a 
Machiavclli in disguise, and as “ davilish sly" 
aaJoe Bagstook himself. 
While everybody 
has been led to believe that be came here 
bent only on touching the suaooptible hearts 
of our American beauties, the real object of 
his visit appears to be to penetrate through 
the thiok smoke of the Presidential cigar and 
to take captive the cast-iron old Hero of the 
Wilderness. A committee of our most respect­ 
able and corpulent citizens have boen fussing 
for two or three weeks over the fitting up of 
reception rooms and chambers at tho Claren­ 
don with flowers and frescoes, mirrors and 
muslins, paintings and perfumes to gratify the 
refined taste of the “ pweet young Prince,’’ 
and lo! their guest, immediately after his 
arrival, washes tbe dust of the procession 
from bis bands and face, runs a comb through 
bis fair locks, throws a cbanje of linen and 
half a dozen shirt collars into a valia ■, jumps 
on a train and steams off to Wa;:hiugton to 
commence bis diplomatic 
labors with the 
taciturn occupant of the White Ilo'.;3e. 
Our 
militia regiments put on their finest of fineries, 
bring oat their best and biggest bands, give 
an extra polish to their bright bayonets and 
an additional roll of padding to their swelling 
chests, to do honor to tbe royal sailor-soldier 
or warrior of all trades; but as they march iu 
review before him his eye passes with pro’ane 
iudifferenco over the perfect get-up of the 
bolonei of the Ninth and rests with a kindling 
beam of gratification on the one-armed leader 
of the Veteran Reserves, and on the dusky 
uniforms and tattered flag, that tell how faith­ 
fully in days gone by tbe brave men who now 
follow him BO quietly on parade, dashed wi'.h 
him into tbe hot smoke of tbe enemy’s guns. 
Our ladies and nice young men keep them­ 
selves in a flurry of bustle and excUoraenl 
over the preparations for the grand ball, at 
which the handsome Duke is expected to 
dance, while the royal youth, measuring six 
feet one in bis stockings, is dreaming of noth­ 
ing softer than cannon balls and of no other 
galops than the galloping of Russian hussars. 
Well, tho policy of the Uoited States has 
hitherto— and wisely— ^beeu 
“ no entangUog 
aUIances with foreign nations.” 
But, in tho 
wonderful growth of our power, influence and 
wealth, and in the astounding revolutions yet 
to be made throughout the globe through the 
agencies of steam and electricity, who can 
say bow soon this theory may be scattered to 
the winds to keep 
company with 
negro 
slavery, 
State rights, the democratic party 
and the charter of the Tammany Society ? 
It 
may ere long become necessary for us to 
stretch our magnetic arm from Alaska, along 
tbe islands of 
the 
Aleutian Archipelago, 
across the Sea of Japan, to grasp bands with 
Russia in the Corea, not to speak of Governor 
Gilpin’s grand idea of linking ourselves with 
iron rails to St. Petersburg over the iosignlfl- 
oant little ditoh of Behring Strait. 
Iu view of 
the magnificent poll* leal victory recently won 
by .General Jemmy O’Brien, we may even 
have to throw down the gauntlet to perfldious 
Albion on behalf of the republic of Hibernia, 
and In that contingency Russia would as­ 
suredly be a valuable military ally. 
At all 
events the government of tbe United Slates 
has always found its warmest friend hi the 
latitude of fifty-nine degrees fifty-six minutes 
North, and probably the young republic of the 
West has not a single enemy between tbe 
Arctic Ocean and the Caspian Sea. 
President 
Grant and his advisers will give a friendly ear 
and a full consideration to the propositions of 
the royal diplomat, whatever may be their 
final determination. 
In the event of a Euro­ 
pean war Russia may safely calculate upon 
Abe hearty sympathy, at least, of the United 
States, and it would be singular if the stand­ 
ard of tbe dowble-hcadod eagle did not draw 
to it considerable material aid as w ell 
The 
extent of our coast, too, would render the 
escape of privateers for Russian service very 
probable, even if the government at Washing­ 
ton should occupy a neutral position between 
the belligerents. 
Such accidents have hap­ 
pened in tbe best regulated nations, and may 
occur again. A t all events It is now clear that 
this Innocent young oprig of royalty, whose 
coming has been looked for ae a sort of holi­ 
day jubilee, is destined to set politicians and 
diplomats crazy, as well as to turn the heads 
of our republican belles. 
The British Minis­ 
terial Bureau in Washington must keep a 
sharp lookont, or the promising treaty cooked 
up by the Joint High Commission may yet be 
blown 
sky high; or 
rather 
ground 
into 
powder under the powerful paw of the Russian 
bear. 


A nothsb Important Cable has been com­ 
pleted, by which Australia is brought into 
oonnectlon with tbe existing lines. 
The link 
referred to is between Batavia, the principal 
city on the Island of Java, and Port Darwin, ou 
the northern extremity of Australia. 
From 
the point of landing there are land lines— one 
directly south across the island to tbe cities 
of Adelaide, Melbourne and Sydney; and one 
along the esstem coast touching Burkton, 
Cardwell, Rockhampton, Brisbane and Syd­ 
ney. 
There is also a cable connection from 
Melbourne to Tasmania. 
These lines com- 
píete the belt of telegraphic oommunlcation 
throughout tbe Australian eolonies and con­ 
nect them laterally with the great girdle that 
the nineteenth century is so rapidly putting 
nrouiMi (he world. 
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We print In tbe H brali) this morning • 
general sarvej of the work now beforo Con­ 
grega, with some egUmato of what will be 
acoomplisbed in tbe way of legislation this 
wiutor. 
Never before in the htotory of our 
national legislative body has it boon so weak 
in Instruments by which great moasures are to 
be perfected, and never before has so much of 
the perfection of wisdom In legislation been 
required. 
The credit of the oountry is exoel- 
lent, in spite of blundering finanoial manage­ 
ment ; but a wise, comprehensive, statesman­ 
like measure is needed to make that credit tell 
in favor of our industries at home and our 
commerce ou (be seas. 
As a financier Mr. 
Boulweil is a failure; but, unfortunately, the 
administration and Congress are dependent 
upon him for financial ideas and guidance. 
Mr. Summr ie neither friendly to the party In 
power, tbongh he is himself of that party, nor 
is he the man to put the country on a solid, 
gold-paying basis. 
Mr. Sherman, the Chair­ 
man of the Finance Committee of tbe Sonato, 
is a tariff tinker— only thb 
aod nothing 
more. 
Mr. Morton, who, If anybody, is th,9 
oracle of the adminbtration, is too much of 
a por/iciaa ever to become a statesmin. 
Mr. Trumbull ranks very high in a certalu 
school of politics, but ho Is positive only in 
bis I 'ck of every positive quality. 
Thb makes 
up all of the S''natc who can be looked to, 
howevei- remotely, for legislative relief in the 
present crisis ; and they are the men upon 
whom depends, in a great measure, the hope 
of the Immediate ftitiire. 
In tho House, Dawes, Garfield, Kelley and 
Shellabarger are the leading lights of the re­ 
publican party. 
General Butler is kicking 
around on the outside of tbe party pond, try­ 
ing to teach in various ways the party ducks 
how to improve their swimming grouud. 
But 
there b no more to be hoped for from the five 
Representatives than from tbe five Senators. 
Neither of them can be compared to the five 
wise and the five foolish virgins, for they are 
all without oil in their lamps. 
And yet im­ 
portant measures affecling taxation and tho 
interesLa of induatry and commerce force them­ 
selves upon the country and Congress, though 
tbe ability to deal with thes3 questions b 
wanting. 
Amerbaus complain that they can­ 
not build ships or compete with other nations 
in tho trade of the world; and Congress ro- 
spouds that it does nut know how it b. 
Tho 
Amcrlcttu merchant flads, in spite of steam 
and the electrio inlerconrso of the cables, that 
exchange in London tells f'arfully against him 
year after year with mlllioas of gold lying Idle 
in tbe ti-eusury or doled out in Wall street as 
an Eighth avenue grocer doles out eggs to bb 
customers in a scarce season. 
But Con’gress, 
busy as it is with taxation and the tariff, the 
duty oa coal and the duly on iron, can Qpd no 
way to make greenbacks as good as go^d gnd 
an Amerioan acceptaiioéJn Lppdon, e^ual to r 
a Biitlsh accéplañoé In^ow Y o r t 
Mr. Bout- 
well does not want specie payments any more 
than a country storekeeper desires a* fall in 
the price of prints. 
Congress cannot step in 
with a grand and comprehensive scheme which 
will bring the precious ores out of their hid­ 
den vaults to revivify every branch of industry 
and trad.', because Congress knows only the 
law of small expedients. 
Nothing comes of it 
al!, and nothing can come of it till a dollar b a 
dollar in fact as well as in name, and till the 
payment of tho national debt becomes a possi­ 
bility, not by being taken out of the mouths of 
the people at the expense of sweat and toil, 
which leaves the nation poorer at the end of 
the year than at the beginning, but by the 
overflowing and redundant wealth of an ener­ 
getic and prosperous natlonaUty. 
It b not 
tho statesman who can perceive this who will 
prove himself great, but he who can sweep 
away the necessity for such measures of small- 
minded succor as tbe repeal of that grand 
achievement of Amerioan Btatesmanship known 
as maritime reciprocity, or smaller attempts 
to make the volume of the currency self-ad­ 
justing, according to the wants of the people, 
by a policy which shall make golden eagles 
flow in tbe same channels as golden sove­ 
reigns, will make for himself evcrlasliog fame, 
and of hb countrymen happy and prosparous 
people. 
This is the great thing for Congress to ac­ 
complish. 
All other schemes are only a part 
of this. 
Tinkerings at tho tariff may lead to 
warm discussions between ardent but superfi­ 
cial protectionists, and not loss ardent and su­ 
perficial revenue reformers. 
Tbe repeal of 
maritime reciprocity may Inspire the hope that 
the golden age of Amerioan commerce, when 
American sails whitened every sea and tho 
American flag gladdened every port, is about 
to return once more. 
Efforts to make tbe 
volume of the currency self-adjusting, ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
wanb 
of 
tbe 
people, 
may 
provoke 
a 
smile 
among 
men 
who 
know that paper Is paper, whether it is called 
one dollar or a hundred; but they can only 
give us new loan bills, with fresh syndicates 
and fresh failures. 
And yet, in spite of bulls 
and bears and Boutwell and blundering Con­ 
gressmen, a greenback b worth In gold nearly 
the face of the figures printed upon it, be­ 
cause it represents the energy and wealth and 
credit of the nation. 
It is only a step from 
tbe depreoiated 
ourrenoy of to-day to tbe 
gold values of to-morrow; but It is a step 
which, if taken, will make the draft of the 
Now York merchant equal to the draft of the 
merchant in London and Liverpool, and lift 
the American people out of the slough of 
despond. 
To take tbb step is tbe mission of 
the Forty-second Congress; but without this 
there is no necessity whatever for a Forty- 
second Congress. 
It would be a humiliating spectacle to see 
Congressmen busy themselves for a whole 
winter, as they have often done beforo, with 
political intrigues for tho Presidential nomina­ 
tion and embassies to the White House for 
political patronage in tbe custom bouses and 
post offices. 
It would bo a more humiliating 
spectacle to see Congress spend its time on 
laud grabs and other jobs for wasting the 
peoplo’s money. 
The 
letter 
in this day’s 
H erald shows that there Is to be muoh of 
this kind of war; but, unfortunately, it fails 
to show in the men and measures of the Forty- 
second Congress a hope for that which tbe 
people most need and most earnsstly desire.

The deceased, 
who was a negro, was bom in one of the parishes of 
Louisiana In IS21, of slave parents, anu for some 
years of bis life remained a stave. 
After arriving 
at man’s estate ne conceived the idea of securing 
his ireedom and. il we are not m istaken, saved 
sufliclcnt to purchase it. 
While t.iailing for iha 
possession of money to secure mo boon o f freedom 
no 
betrayed 
great 
anxtoiy 
to 
acquire 
an 
education, 
and 
lu 
time 
realized 
both of bis favorite ai/bltions. Some years later he 
entered luto b iJinesa in New Oiieans, and being 
w nat waa stjK d a clever negro, of abstemious 
habits and luUustiy, ho won the respect of the 
whites, and accnnmiated a largo property, esti­ 
m ated at neaily two hundred thousaud dollars.

Mr. Bradlaugh is de- 
throned, Mr. O'lgeris nowhere; butSirCbarles 
Weritworth Dilfee is the acknowledged king of 
English radical*. That he is not painea°by 
the reputation he has won, and that he takes 
somewhat kindly to his new friends, is evi- 
denced by the fact that he has consented to take 
ths prominent place at the forthcoming demon- 
stration in London. Mirabeau, and after Mm 
the great Napoleon, -were wont tc- say that a 
revolutionary movement could never be fruit- 
ful unless it found a great leader, himself the 
incarnation of the dominant sentiments, sym- 
pathies and forces ot his time.

ment; but a wise, comprehensive, statesman- 
like measure is needed to make that credit tell 
in favor of our industries at home and our 
commerce on the seas. As a financier Mr. 
Boutwell is a failure; but, unfortunately, the 
administration and Congress are dependent 
upon him for financial ideas and guidance. 
Mr. Sumner is neither friendly to the party in 
power, though he is himself of that party, nor 
is he the man to put the country on a solid, 
gold-paying basis. Mr.'Sheiman, the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the Senate, 
is a tariff tinker—only this and nothing 
more. Mr. Morton, who, if anybody, is the 
oracle of the administration, is too much of 
•a. politician ever to become a statesman. 
Mr. Truinbull ranks very high in a certain 
school of politics, but he is positive only in 
bis lack of every positive quality. This makes 
up all of the Senate who can be looked to, 
however remotely, for legislative relief in the 
present crisis ; and they are the men upon 
whom depends, in a great measure, the hope 
of the immediate future. 
^ In the House, Dawes, Garfield, Kelley and 
Shellabarger are the leading lights of the re- 
publican party.

:here is no more to be hoped for from the five

nterests of industry and conimsrce force them- 
elves upoa the country and Congress, though 
he ability to deal with these questions °is 
wanting. 
Americans complain that they can- 


ot build ships or compete with other nations 
n the trade of the world; and Congress re- 
ponds thit it does not know how it is. The 
American merchant fiads, ia spite of steam 
and the electric intercourse of the cables, that 
exchange ia London tells fearfully against him 
year after year with millions of gold lying idle 
in the Treasury or doled out in Wall street as 
an Eighth avenus grocer doles out eggs to his 
customers in a scarce season. But Congress, 
busy as it is with taxation and the taring the 
duty oa coal and the duty on iron, can find no 
way to make -greenbacks as good as gold and 
an American acceptance in London equal to a 
a British acceptance hi New York. Mr. Bout- 
well does not want specie payments any more 
than, a country storekeeper desires a« fall in 
the price of prints. Congress cannot step in 
with, a grand and comprehensive scheme which 
will bring the precious ores out of their hid- 
den vaults to revivify every branch of industry 
and trade, because Congress knows only the 
law of small expedients. Nothing comes of it 
all, and nothing can come of it till a dollar is a 
dollir in fact as well as in name, and till the 
payment of the national debt becomes a possi- 
bility, not by being taken out of the mouths of 
the^people at tha expense of sweat and toil, 
which leaves the nation poorer at ths end of 
the year than at the beginning, but by the 
overflowing and reoundanrwealth of an ener- 
getic and prosperous nationality. It is not 
the statesman who can perceive this who will 
prove himself great, but he who can sweep 
away the necessity for such measures of small- 
minded succor as the repeal of that grand 
achievement of American statesmanship known 
as maritime reciprocity, or smaller attempts 
lo make the volume of the currency self-ad- 
justing, according to the wants of the people, 
by a policy which shall make golden eagles 
flow in the same channels.as golden sove- 
Teigns, will make for himself everlasting fame, 
and of his countrymen happy and prosperous 
people. 


This is the great thing for Congress to ac- 


complish. All other schemes are only a part 
of this.

Tlie steamer City or New London, Captain Brown, 


or the Norwich and New York line, took flro a« 
about half-past four o'clock this morning on the 
river Thames, five miles below the city. The flames 
wore flrst discovered Issuing from one or tho ven- 
tilators. Tho captain was on deck and ordered the 
boat anchored. Eirorts were Immediately made to 
extinguish the flames, and after a short time were 
apparently successful. 
A risld examlnallon dis- 


covered no traces of lire. The anchor was hoisted 
and tho boat proceeded up the river. 


When about three miles below the city, abreast oi 


the mouth of roquelaiinock Cove, fire was discovered 
In some cotton which was on deck. Tne donkey 
pumps were started, and the captain and engineer, 
aided by the crew, In less than one mmuie had three 
streams on iho fire. Despite all the exertions the 
lire spread with great rapidity, and BCOU enve- 
loped all the forward part of tlie boat.

The captain, teeing all efforts to extinguish ths 


lire were useless, ordered the boat beached, but ths 
engineer could not start the engine. The donkey 
pumps were, however, still kept at work, until tho 
engineer notified ihe captain that tie reared an ex- 
plosion of the boilers, in which event all would bo 
ost. The spread or the flames aad In the meantiraa 
cat off all communication with the boats and ren- 
dered the lire-preservers inaccessible. 


The passengers and crew then threw themselves 
nto .the water, clinging to such portions or tna 
iargo ana boat as had lailen overboard. Those who- 
•vere able to swim had not much dlfllculty in reach- 
ing the shore. Some were picked up by boats, from- 
floating pieces of tlie cargo, in an exhausted conol- 
ion and taken to farm houses In the viciuitv, where 
hey were cared for and resuscitated.

Tho 
Senate almost vied wittt the House in the introduc- 
tion of bills, 319 jobs of different kinds finding a 
place on the calendar. The whole number ol bills 
introduced during this short session of three weeks 
Traa759. Looking over the printed flies' or the two 
Houses one is impressed with the wonderful simi- 
larity of American legislation. Not only are many 
or the bills almost identical in substance, If not in 
phraseology—seven are for the repeal ol the income

THE NATCTBAI. HISTORY OP COKGBESS.

It Is 
understood that llcnernl Logan is to introduce Into 
the Senate a General Supply bill for ihe army, tho 
main object or which snail be me consolidation of 
tho Quartermaster's, Subsistence and I'ay Depart- 
ments. This is legislation in a practical direction, 
even tuoujjn it should fall to be practical legislation; 
but the attention of Conaress win also be called to 
schemes as Utopian as would be a proposition for 
the Introduction Into tho military and naval service 
or the nation or the vrd stair Instead or breech- 
loading muskets and rifled cannon. Mr. Storms, or 
Pennsylvania. has one or thes-e remarkable bills 
ready for me Committee on Ways and .Means, its 
title being "A bill to reduce laxation, promote 
peace, and for other purposes." Singularly enough, 
it has not a word on the tariff or Internal revenue, 
and falls to advert to the fourteenth amendment 
or unvboiiy's "risWS," out goes on to direct that all 
studies which directly tend to teach tlie art ol war 
to the cadets in the Military and Naval Academies 
shall oe discontinued and the academies abolished: 
that all recruiting for the army and navy 
shall lorlhivith be discontinued and tne mlhlary and 
naval forces of tlie country ue disbanded; and those 
important functionaries in times past the Secretaiy 
of w ar aud the Secretary of the Kavy are requested 
to retire to private Me, the property in their posses- 
sion to be handed over to Mr. Columbus Delano and 
Ins successors. This Is a beautiful scheme, compre- 
hensive enough to disregard the possible aggressions 
oi oilier nations which have not yet learned tual tho 
art of war la a relic of barbarism, to saj nothing: or 
Indian Hostilities or Ku Klux festivities, and it can 
only be matched by the ramons bill of Mr. llulllns, 
of Tennessee, "ro remove unconstitutional ofllce 
holders and to prevent violations of the same." 
TAXATION, 1NDDSTKT AND COMMEBOE—THE TARIFF. 
There -will be a gooa many schemes before Con- i 
eress this winter, having in view a reduction of tax- 
ation and the fostering or American Industry and 
commerce. 
The tariff question will receive, or 
course, tlie greatest attention from our sapient legis- 
lators. The Finance Committee or me Senate is 
already tinkering at It, but has not as yet agreed 
upon any recommendations for the consideiation ot 
Congress. An en ore will 
ue made to 
put 
salt, coifee, coal and a few other articles of dally 
use and prime necessity ufon tiie free list, and bills 
are bsfore Congress ror tins purpose; but it is not 
lltely any important modification will bo riiade. 
The people ara hardly ready yet to demand absolute 
iree trade, and nothing better can be expected of 
Senator Sherman and JUr. Dawes than a repetition 
of tantr tinkering. 
General Schenck's absence 
from rhe House, and the want of a positive policy 
on the part ol tne administration, will civo some ad- 
vantage TO the revenue reformers, but Secretary 
Bouiwell's demand for heavy taxation will probably 
nullify these advantages.
